Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file consists of 16 thumbnails taken from a video recording. The images 
explicidy depict sexual activity between two females. One of them is clearly an older teen or young 
adult while the other is not shown in a way that makes it possible to determine her age with any 
certainty. While she appears young, she could equally be an older teenager or a petite woman. There is 
not enough evidence for it to be fair to say that the image file promotes and supports, or tends to 
promote or support, the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The file does need to be 
restricted to adult audiences, however, as premature exposure to adult sexual material is likely to have 
a negative effect on the development of healthy sexual attitudes and behaviours of children and 
teenagers. This restriction interferes with the right to freedom of expression set out in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, given the explicit sexual content of the publication, the 
restriction is reasonable and demonstrably justifiable in the interest of preventing injury to the public 
good.
